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The Christian and His Church 
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»N THE LIGHT OF THE plain teachings of the 
Y Bible, can anyone doubt that it is God’s will 

for every Christian to witness for Christ at every 
opportunity? Our Lord Jesus taught and practiced it. 
Although His ministry on earth was short, He spent 
long hours talking to people. He always had time to 
witness to individuals. 

The whitened harvest fields are ready for the gos- 
pel sickle. We must not be satisfied until the power of 
evangelism in our churches is distributed through per- 
sonal witnessing. Years come and go irrespective of 
our choice or effort. Time waits on no one; we cannot 
sit in idleness and leave personal work undone. This 
is our day; we must witness to our generation. The 
state of the world in the light of Bible prophecy in- 
dicates that Christ’s coming is near. So let us witness 
and teach others to witness for Christ. Is not one soul 
worth more than all the world? A life always grows 
spiritually when it feasts on the Word of God. When 
a life is actively engaged in Christian service, the 
Christian witness must impart a living truth; “Christ 
within the hope of glory.” 

We must remember that this is an age of grace. 
If we testify to the greatness of God, we must believe 
for a great harvest. To Nicodemus who came to Jesus 
by night, Jesus said, “I say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God” 
(John 3:3). To the Samaritan woman Jesus said, “If 
thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith 
to thee, Give me to drink; thou wouldest have asked 
of him, and he would have given thee living water” 
(John 4:10). To the ruler who came aside to ask the 
way of eternal life, Jesus said, “sell all that thou hast,

and distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come, follow me” (Luke 
18:22). 

In following His teaching and example on this sub- 
ject, it is said of the early Christians, “They ceased 
not to teach and preach daily.” If we- follow the ef- 
fective plan of evangelizing established by the early 
church, we must recognize that witnessing is every 
Christian’s duty. John Wesley was once asked the 
secret of his success. In reply he pointed to his follow- 
ers and said, “they are all witnessing all the time.” 

God never intended for the church to depend wholly 
on pulpit-centered evangelism. He knows the natural 
man’s nature is to shun the fellowship and association 
of Christians in church worship. Proof of this is seen 
in the small percentage of sinners attending church 
service and also the small number of converts won to 
Christ and the church as a result of this ministry 
alone. Sinners must be exposed to the Pentecostal 
persuasion and conditioned to hear and receive the 
gospel message of salvation through personal wit- 
nessing of born again Christians. 

Young converts should be taught the benefits of 
church membership. It identifies them with the body 
of Christ; it assures spiritual and material help when 
a crisis comes. When an error or a mistake pulls them 
down and when sorrow and disappointment comes, 
it gives them guidance in their zeal to serve the Lord 
and influence friends. Their love for the souls of men 
and a devotion to Christ should be the impelling force 
that drives them on against every hindrance. It is 
not difficult to express inward happiness when the 
joy of the Lord is our strength. It has been said that 



































@:: most successful ministers of today are those who 


are witnessing and teaching others to witness. Our 
Lord used this plan: “After these things the Lord 
appointed other seventy also, and sent them two and 
two before his face into every city and place, whither 
he himself would come” (Luke 10:1). 

“But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd” 
(Matthew 9:36). 

“And he called unto him the twelve. and began to 
send them forth by two and two” (Mark 6:7). “And 
daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus Christ” (Acts 5:42). 

Every Christian should feel it his privilege and sole 
duty to exercise his faith in God and influence with 
people to enlarge the kingdom of God on earth by 
letting his compassionate love of Christ move him to 
personally exert himself in soul-winning. Having 
found the peace that “passeth all understanding of 
men” and the joy of His abiding presence, the born 
again believer desires at once to seek out his kinfolk 
and friends to urge upon them “to taste and see that 
the Lord is good.” This truth is illustrated in the case 
of Andrew. “He first findeth his own brother Simon, 
and saith unto him, We have found the Messias, which 
is, being interpreted, the Christ” (John 1:41). And 
Philip who ‘findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, 
We have found him, of whom Moses in the law, and 
the prophets, did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of 
Joseph” (verse 45). This same truth applies to the 
whole church. According to the Scripture the church 
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is ‘the salt of the earth” and “the lieht of the world” 
(Matthew 5:13, 14). 

This truth is found emphasized in the Gospel of 
Luke, chapter 15, where the woman sought for the 
lost coin until she found it. The coin was in the 
house all the time but like some church members, 
inactive. This truth about the church searching out 
the lost ones is reflected in the shepherd’s willingness 
to leave the ninety and nine and search for the lost 
one until he found it, is evidenced by his joy as he 
returned the sheep to the fold. 

Too many Christians are satisfied to sing them- 
selves happy in church worship and testify to and 
before Christians of “like precious faith” and expend 
their spiritual energies within the four walls of the 
local church. Someone has truthfully said, “it is not 
enough to be evangelical, we must be evangelistic.” 
The spirit-filled Christian is the human channel 
through which the message of the pure water of 
salvation flows to the thirsty souls of men. This 
truth is found reflected in the parable of the prodigal 
son. He left his Father’s house full to return empty. 
He left self-sufficient to return humble and hungry. 
He was received with open arms. 

The lost sheep represents a one per cent loss of 
earthly possessions. The lost coin represents a loss of 
ten per cent of material gains. The lost son represents 
a loss of fifty per cent or one half of something in- 
valuable. The loss of a sheep may be overcome. The 
loss of a coin may be replaced; but the loss of a 
soul can never be replaced, “what will a man give in 
exchange for his soul?”

early. “What do you say 
to the nice man?” mother prompts, 
and dutifully we answer “Thank 
you.” Soon it has become a habit: 
like brushing our teeth, hanging 
up our coat, or closing the door 
quietly. 

Still, the true grace of thanks- 
giving is not natural with us. Gen- 
uine gratitude goes against the 
grain. Society demands an out- 
ward show of it; but however well 
we may have learned the mechan- 
ics, genuine gratitude is virtually 
unknown in our competitive world. 
It is, in fact, suspect of sinister or 
ambitious motives when it is dis- 
played. The person guilty of any- 
thing more than the perfunctory 
“thank you” of childhood is im- 
mediately liable to suspicion of 
“playing up to” the recipient, “pol- 
ishing the apple” or of “playing 
politics.” 


Genuine gratitude is scarce, but 
the grace of thanksgiving to God 
is even more rare. For many, it 
has been relegated to a few mo- 
ments in the midst of this national 
holiday. Family meals have been 
replaced by revolving buffets, 
breakfasts on the run, and TV 
snacks until even “grace” at the 
table has all but disappeared from 
many Christian homes. 


If we speak of the miraculous 
benefits of Christ, only one in ten

returns to give thanks. “Where are 
the nine?” The benefit that they 
have received has plunged them 
back into society more acceptable, 
and respected and busy than ever 
before. They intend to go back 
soon, but even the intention is for- 
gotten before very long. 
Granted that gratitude for the 
miraculous is forgotten by a nine 
to one ratio, thanksgiving for the 
commonplace is even more rare. 
As church attendants, we are re- 
minded almost weekly that we re- 
ceive life, breath, health, happiness 
and friendship from the hand of 
God and; just as regularly, we for- 
get it, usually before the benedic- 
tion. If we find time at night before 
sleep captures us to breathe a few 
words of prayer, it is likely that 
only one sentence in the whole will 
be of praise. The rest of our prayer 
will be petition for still more bene- 
fits for which we will forget to 
say “thank you” from the heart. 
“Giving thanks always for all 
things,” Paul said. This is not dif- 
ficult—it is impossible! No man 
alive can give thanks always for 
all things. But it can be accom- 
plished in us. The long sentence of 
which these words form but a part 
begins in verse eighteen. It begins 
with these words: “And be not 
drunk with wine, wherein is excess; 
but be filled with the Spirit...” 
This is the secret! Only the life 
which is continually full of God’s 
Spirit can be constantly flowing 
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with thanksgiving. Gratitude is a 
grace of His filling. 


The Spirit of Thanksgiving is as 
marvelous for its range as for its 
constancy. The “always” of this 
verse is wonderful, but the “all 
things” is scarcely believable. One 
can more easily suppose unending 
gratitude for the blessings of life 
than he can understand an even 
fleeting “thank you” for its trials 
and troubles. But these are con- 
tained in the scope of Spirit-filled 
thanksgiving. All natural explana- 
tion fails us. We review the cata- 
logue of human sorrows and find 
thanksgiving for all of them in the 
Spirit. 


The Spirit-filled life is given the 
grace of gratitude for all things. 
Those who have His Spirit give 
thanks in adversity because their 
hearts are filled with trust. They 
“know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose” (Romans 
8:28). And they give thanks always 
for all things. 


This is the grace of gratitude. It 
is one of God’s richest gifts. Those 
who have received it; welcome a 
national Thanksgiving Day with a 
familiar smile. For, to these, 
thanksgiving is far more than a 
day. It is a way of life. God has 
given them the grace of gratitude. 
It is a gift that only the Spirit- 
filled receive.

One 
appreciates this day even more 
when he finds himself on foreign 
soil and the day not different from 
other days. Thank God for our 
great Nation and its official recog- 
nition of God’s goodness. Although 
many will think of this day as one 
of sumptuous feasts and football 
classics, others will lift reverent 
heads to heaven and give to God 
sincere thanks. 

On this day we shall, as usual, be 
thankful for what God has done for 
us. The blessings of the year, both 
spiritual and temporal, will be re- 
counted. All of which is good. This 
is the normal and universal way to 
celebrate a Christian Thanksgiving. 
Thank Him for the great things 
He has done for us! Thank Him for 
salvation! Thank Him for health! 
Thank Him for all His bounties! 
He has done much for us. But 
might it not be well for us to thank 
Him for what He has done with us? 
Let us give to you the blessed song 
of Thanksgiving found in Psalm 
126. 


When the Lord brought back those 
that returned to Zion, 

We were like unto them that 
dream. 


Then was our mouth filled with 
laughter, 
And our tongue with singing; 
Then said they among the nations: 
“The Lord hath done great things 
with these.”

“This Psalm is called a song of 
ascents or degrees. This, according 
to Spurgeon, is the seventh step, 
and we may therefore expect to 
meet with some special perfection 
of joy in it; nor shall we look in 
vain. We see here not only that 
Zion abides, but that her joy re- 
turns after sorrow. Abiding is not 
enough; fruitfulness is added. Here 
the truster becomes a sower; faith 
works by love, obtains a present 
bliss, and secures a harvest of de- 
light.” 

In these six wonderful verses we 
have commemorated the work of 
forty-two thousand Babylonian 
Jews who left the riches of Baby- 
lonia and returned with all they 
had to poverty-stricken Judea. It 
took several months to travel the 
long, dusty miles of desert between 
Babylonia and Judea. No wealth 
awaited them in the rubble of Je- 
rusalem. The Lord had done great 
things for them; in later years the 


Psalmist was inspired to write that 
God had done great things with 
them. 


We are Pentecostal people. 
Should we not strive to make this 
a Pentecostal Thanksgiving? This 
inspired song can show us how we 
can do just this. 


FAR TOO MANY want 
Jesus to be their Saviour, and then 
refuse to make Him their Lord. We 
want Him to do great things for us, 
but are we willing to do great 
things for Him? Did you know that 
God does for us that we might do 
for Him? Jesus chose the Twelve 
and transformed their lives. He 
wanted to make them “fishers of 
men.” He met the much-married 
matron at the well and gave her a 
heavenly drink. This He did that 
she might invite other Samaritans 
to come see a Man who told her all 
things. God did great things for 
these. We thank Him for that, but 
do we thank Him for what He did 
with them? 


During the last half century the 
Lord has done much with us. At 
the beginning of this mighty Pente- 
costal Deluge the Christian world 
was not so well off as it is today. 
Modernism had crept into our sem- 
inaries; the old tenets of the faith 
were being assailed, and post- 
Millenial preaching was popular. 


For several decades it seemed as S 4 
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though fundamentalism would not 
survive. For the last decade the tide 
has been changing. What has hap- 
pened? Sin is still rampant. Ration- 
alism is still evident in high places. 
Yet, men of many denominations 
preach a revealed and supernatural 
religion. Groups who used to as- 
sail us as fanatics and heretics now 
welcome us into their fellowship 
and admit that we have a zeal and 
consecration that is needed so 
much. Not too many have em- 
braced the teaching of Apostolic 
Power, but our preaching, teaching 
and pleading have led many to re- 
vise their thinking and has thus re- 
vitalized in many instances a dying 
church. 

With a remnant of Spirit-filled, 
holiness people, God has kept alive 
the testimony of the primitive 
church. Thank God for this! May 
we also thank Him for His bless- 
ings to our church. What things 
has He done with us? He has made 
our name known around the globe. 
Missionaries filled with His Spirit 
have gone forth with the Church 
of God message. Today, we are 


championing the message of Holi- 
ness and Pentecost in places where 
it has never been known. Recently 
a noted religious leader, not at all 
friendly to Pentecost, saw some of 
our work in the Caribbean area 
and returned home with a resound- 
ing testimony as to the scope and 
sincerity of our church. 

At home we are recognized as a 
vibrant and virile force in thou- 
sands of communities throughout 
the land. Civic and _ industrial 
leaders are lavish in the praise of 
our pastors as they work to lift 
high the principles of the Prince of 
Peace. Once a group of industrial- 
ists inquired of a noted contractor 
whether there was a Church of God 
near a proposed site for their new 
plant. These men wanted their new 
mill near a group of our people 
because they knew they were hon- 
est and efficient workers. 

Yes, the Lord has done great 
things for us. Had He not done 
great things for us, He could never 
have done great things with us. I 
thank God for holiness; it makes 
me a vessel fit for the Master’s use. 


I thank God for the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost; it enables me to be 
used of Him. He gave to me this 
wonderful infilling not for my good 
alone, but primarily that I might 
witness, work and watch for Him! 

Not very many realized the im- 
portance of the returning Jews to 
Jerusalem. The King allowed them 
to return, not knowing that God’s 
hand was guiding. We, like those of 
the Old Testament Church, have 
left the Babylon of worldly wealth 
and sin. We have taken all and giv- 
en it to Him that He might use it 
and us for the rebuilding of the 
walls of Zion.

live telecast from any Church of 
God in the Northwest. Mrs. Ber- 
niece Brostrom directed the choir 
and all agreed that she did an 
excellent job. 

All who assisted in the full hour 
telecast were not able to be present 
for the photograph. Those seated 
are: Norma Sue Davis, Dorothy 
Campbell, Kay Anderson, Berniece 
Brostrom, Janet Anderson, Gladys 
Sibell, and Carolyn Hoke.

After several months of working 
to secure time for a church TV 
program, we were most grateful to 
be informed that the Church of 
God was to have a full hour tele- 
cast live from the church auditori- 
um. The $800 cost of the program 
was to be completely taken care 
of by the Twin City Federal Bank. 
On May 7, 1961, we accepted this 
great opportunity and responsibili- 
ty. After several weeks of much 
preparation the choir, under the 
able direction of Mrs. Berniece 
Brostrom and the help of God, pro- 
duced an inspiring program. 

The moments just before air 
time we stood somewhat tense, 
then the signal, wé were on! The 
choir singing “Blessed Assurance” 
and from that first song to the close 
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of the morning service we were 
conscious of the presence of God. 
The sermon was delivered by the 
pastor using as his subject, “His 
a Hour,” taken from Job 13:- 

It was a pleasure to have Miss 
June Becker with us to represent 
the Northwest Bible College. She 
did a splendid job of informing 
the viewing audience of the Church 
of God educational program. We 
were also pleased to have with us 
the Rev. A. V. Coker from Alabama, 
who was at this time conducting 
us a good revival at the church 
and also at our new work in the 
mission. 

Just as soon as we left the air 
with the telecast the telephone in 
my study started ringing. Several 
people called to express their 
thanks for the service. Several let- 
ters were received about the pro- 
gram, but it seems to me one of 
the most heartwarming things 
about the service was the conver- 
sion of a lady who wishes to re- 
main unidentified to the readers. 
Her testimony, however, will thrill 
you and cause you to thank God 
for the mercies of Christ. For sev- 
eral days after the telecast she 
came to the study and Brother 
Coker and I prayed most earnestly 
that by faith she might accept 
Christ as her Saviour. After many 
hours of prayer she was gloriously 
saved, sanctified and then received 
the precious Holy Ghost. 

I have asked to remain unidenti- 
fied by name, because there are 
people concerned and involved who 
might be hurt. No personal feel- 
ings of embarrassment could 


prompt such a request. My heart 
overflows in gratitude and praise 
for the miracle God has worked 
in my life. 

The first Sunday of May found 
me at home, as usual. A prolonged 
illness, with the usual accompan- 
ing weakness, had confined me for 
a number of months. I was not 
in the habit of watching the 
church telecasts, but that day I 
felt compelled to turn it on. As 
the Church of God presented the 
service that Sunday, the music 
and the message seemed to 
strangely stir my heart. 

For years I had been hungry for 
God. At various times I had ear- 
nestly sought to be saved, but what 
I longed for seemed always to elude 
me. Before I was born I had been 
given to the devil and dedicated 
for his purposes. As a child I was 
conscious that I was set apart and 
different from others. Often I felt 
very lonely and isolated. I was 
never to know the real meaning 
of human love and I learned early 
in life not to cry for help. There 
was no one who cared, and there 
was never an answer. I experienced 
the stark terror of hunger and 
abandonment growing up with a 
mind that became warped and 
emotions that were twisted. I failed 
to find anything satisfying in 
Sunday School or church. I hated 
God, because I somehow felt He 
had deprived me of the things oth- 
ers so casually took for granted. 

In my teens a devastating ex- 
perience left me completely disil- 
lusioned. This engendered within 
me a murderous and overpowering 
hatred. I believe it was this hatred 
which drove me into deeper acts 





























of sin. I became a prostitute and 
later on joined the underworld in 
the traffic of narcotics to become 
addicted to drugs and an alcholic 
myself. Though there was high re- 
muneration, money ran _ rapidly 
through my fingers. Always I 
needed more narcotics to make life 
bearable. I traveled some and did 
some entertaining and singing. I 
quickly found that the gaudy glit- 
ter of the world was very tarnished 
and how empty its tinny music 
sounded. Several times despair 
drove me to suicide, but each time 
my efforts were thwarted by un- 
explainable outside intervention. 
Though my hunger drove me to 
seek spiritual help, I failed to find 
any release. 

There came a day when I sold 
out completely to the realm of 
darkness. I went into devil worship 
and made my vows to these pow- 
ers. Though I had been unhappy 
before, I now began to know even 
greater depths of fear, torment, 
and bondage. I tried psychiatric 
counseling and therapy thinking if 
I could only overcome these ha- 
bits things would be better. Some- 
times I stayed clean a few days, 
only to fall back. I seemed to be 
bound with fetters that could not 
be broken. All of this resulted in 
several nervous breakdowns and 
much physical illness. 

I was in the termination ward of

the hospital when Christ was re- 
vealed to me. I knew I was dying 
and death had always been a dark 
and i experience to me. 
Unexpec y my room came aglow 
with a light. The center, the very 
source of that light was Christ. I 
saw Him, I felt His presence per- 
vade that room. My heart was 
shocked back into action by an 
injection, as I my first 
breaths, He was so real. That vision 
seemed to change me and some- 
times for weeks the Bible was the 
only book I read. We established 
family devotions and I tried to be 
a Christian but I was still hungry 
and still bound. 

After several strokes and re- 
peated heart attacks it was finally 
determined that I was in the final 
stages of an incurable disease. As 
I realized how limited my time was 
waves of fear seemed to engulf me. 
My outward profession was empty 
and worthless. I was isolated from 
people and walked alone a child 
of darkness. 

The medium of radio and tele- 
vision filter into hungry hearts 
that might not be reached any oth- 
er way.
